FROM  CAUFORNIA. 

The  steamship  Winfield  Scott  arrived 
at  Panama  on  the  21st  May  600  passen- 
gers; left  San  Francisco  on  the  6th  of 
May. 

The  Northern  Light  brings  350  pas- 
sengers. 

The  steamship  Columbia,  which  lelt 
San  Francisco  on  the  6th,  brought  down 
181  passengers  and  81  >836,854  54  in 
gold. 

The  last  steamer,  the  Northerner, 
which  left  on  the  17th  April,  took  81. 
526,630,  the  total  shipment  for  April 
was  83,519,847;  for  March,  82,549,704. 

From  Shasta  we  learn  of  the  killing 
of  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  Indians 
by  the  whites,  who  were  infuriatea  tt 
the  murder  of  a Mr.  Anderson.  The 
sending  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  fellow 
creatures  suddenly  into  eternity,  Indians 
though  they  were,  involves  a grave  re- 
sponsibility, which  it  is  to  be  hoped 
was  needless  by  incurred. 

Expelling  the  Chinese. — There  seems 
to  be  a strung  excitement  against  the 
Chinese  at  the  'diggings.  At  Diamond 
Spings  notice  has  been  given,  ‘'that,  it 
they  do  not  leave  those  diggings  in  dou- 
ble quick  time,  off  comes  their  pigtail 
and  down  goes  their  breeches.” 

A bill  to  exclude  the  Chinese  has  cre- 
ated a very  grave  discussion  in  the  Leg- 
islature. 

The  Governor  has  sent  in  a special 
message  to  the  Legislature,  calling  at- 
tention to  the  influx  of  Chinese.  He  re- 
commends measures  to  protect  the  Amer- 
ican miners  from  their  competition. 

A debate  on  the  message  took  place 
in  the  Assembly  on  the  29th,  in  Com- 
mittee of -the  Whole,  in  the  course  of 
which. 

Mr,  Speaker  Hammond  offered  the 
following  joint  resolution,  which  was 
adopted; 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  California,  That  ‘ 
the  Governor  be  authorized  and  directed 
to  issue,  under  the  seal  of  this  State,  | 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  people  there-  j 
of,  his  proclamation,  setting  forth  to  all  I 
whom  it  may  concern,  that  the  laws  of 
California  will  not  hereafter  permit  in-  | 
habitants  ot  the  Chinese  Empire  to  work  i 
upon  the  mineral  lands  of  this  State,  un-  j 
less  thev  shall  first  renounce  their  alle-  ! 
giance  as  Chinese  subjects.  j 

We  learn  from  an  authentic  Source 
that  the  Cliinese,  ar  riving  on  the  23d  by  1 
the  clipper  ship  Challenge,  as  well  as  ' 
most  others  of  the  immense  numbers 
uow  about  toarrive,  are  under  bonds  to  ' 
serve  for  a limi’ed  period,  and  at  a slip-  , 
ulated  sum.  These  coolies  are  hired,  in  , 
most  cases,  by  their  own  countrymen  or 
foreign  residents  of  China,  who  will 
reap  the  benefit  of  their  cheap  labor, 
while  our  own  citizens  are  debarred  from 
the  same  privilege  through  the  failure  of 
the  Senate  to  pass  a law  on  the  subject. 

Many  thousands  are  oh  their  way  to 
California,  and  they  will  be  thrown  in- 
to every  branch  of  industry  by  their 
Chinese  masters,  to  underbid  American 
citizerts  who  have  their  hands  tied,  and 
cannot 


man  life — not  even  sparing  the  defence- 
less women  and  children. 

To-day  we  hear  of  further  disturban- 
ces at  the  mines,  growing  out  of  ho.stile 
feelings  at  the  success  of  the  Chinese, 
who  are  constantly  driven  out  from 
their  places  whenever  they  are  fortun- 
ate in  finding  a good  lead.  Surely  our 
Government  should  protect  these,  and 
all  foreigners,  who,  under  our  laws,  have 
a perfect  right  to  dig  gold,  wherever  they 
choose  to  locate.  The  Chinese  arc  a 
quiet,  peaceable,  temperate  race  of  men, 
diligent  in  the  pursuit  of  their  calling, 
and  anxious  to  leave  all  the  good  they 
can  of  us:  and,  contrary  to  the  gener- 
ally admitted  opinion,  are  valuable  cit- 
izens, and  add  wealth  to  our  State  and 
Nation. 

At  present  there  area  few  Persians  in 
our  city.  They  attracted  considerable 
attention  on  the  Plaza  last  week,  while 
engaged  in  worshipping  the  Sun.

DISEASES  OF  STOCK,  &c. 

To  Cure  a stifled  Horse  in  two 
HOURS. — J.  B.  Goddard,  of  Norwich, 
Conn.,  writes  to  the  American  Agricul- 
turist, as  follows; — 

Take  one  gallon  urine,  and  put  there- 
in a small  hand  full  of  Junk  tobacco; 
boil  down  to  one  quart;  then  add  two 
ounces  of  oil  spike,  one  ounce  of  oil  of 
amber,  two  spoonsful  of  spirits  of  tur- 
pentine, and  two  spoonsful  of  honey. 
Put  it  into  a jug,  and  cork  it  tight  for 
use.  Process  of  Application:  Rub  the 
stifle  bone  hard  with  the  mixture  fifteen 
or  twenty  minute;  then  dry  it  in  thor- 
oughly with  a red  hot  fire  shovel;  then 
ride  the  horse  forth  and  back  one  hun- 
dred yards.  Repeat  the  above  two  or 
three  times,  and  the  cure  will  be  affec- 
ted. 

SwiFET  IN  Horses. — John  White,  in 
the  Southern  Cultivator,  gives  the.  fol- 
lowing plan  of  curing  horses  of  the 
swinney: 

I take  about  a quart  of  water,  boil  it, 
and  add  salt  as  long  as  it  will  dissolve 
any;  then  take  a piece  of  blanket  and 
dip  it  in  the  water  while  hot,  bathe  ihs 
horse’s  shoulder  well  for  nine  morning; 
in  succession,  then  miss  a few  mornings; 
if  the  cure  is  not  effected,  bathe  again 
for  nine  days.  I have  cured  a great  many 
horses  in  this  xvay.  Another:  Apply 

common  salt  (alum  salt  would  be  pre- 
ferable) to  the  part  affected,  and  rub  up 
and  down  the  shoulder  with  a brick  as 
bard  as  the  horse  can  bear  it. 

Wounds,  Sores,  &o.,  in  Horses. — 
The  simplest  and  most  efficient  cure  for 
wounds,  sores.  &c.,  in  horses,  is  the  fol- 
lowing recipe,  which  has  been  used  for 
several  years,  with  great  success,  by 
some  of  the  best  farmers  of  my  acquain- 
tance. Take  two  ounces  of  gum  ter- 
pentine; eight  ounces  of  lard;  two  oun- 
ces of  gold  leaf  tobacco;  two  table- 
spoonsful  of  spirits  of  turpentine;  mix 
well,  and  stew  over  a moderate  fire; 
when  cool,  it  will  be  fit  for  use.

horses  that  were  cured  with  sore  backs 
to  deal  with,  and  in  no  instance  where  1
